Chap. 1. — ^An ACT to provide for the production, distribution and sale of 
. Salt in this Commonwealth. 

Passed Oet«be|r 1, 1802. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the governor of Powen of go^ 
this commonwealth may adopt every such measure and do every ^®"***'^ 
such act as in his judgment may be necessary and proper to be done, 

in order to secure the possession, production or distribution to con- 
venient places, of such quantity of salt as will in his judgment be 
sufficient to supply the people of this commonwealth : and to that Faith of eom- 
end, may bind the faith of the commonwealth for the performance how^tedge'd 
of such contracts and engagements as he may determine to be necei^- 
sary and proper ; and may exercise full authority and control over 
the pr(^>erty and franchises of any person, firm or company in this 
commonwealth, whenever he shall judge it to be necessary and 
proper to exercise the same, in order to secure the possession, pro- 
duction or distribution of the quantity of salt aforesaid: provided, Washington and 
that nothing herein contained shall be construed to authorize the JlSkJ^t^to be 
purchase of the Smyth and Washington or Kanawha salt works, or p«roiia»«d 
any freehold interest therein. 

2. If, in the opinion of the governor, in order to obtain a speedy propertj, how 
and sufficient supply of salt, it shall be expedient to d# so, he may ■***^ **• 
seize, take possession of and hold and exercise full authority and 

control over the property, real and personal, of any person, firm or 
company, and any engines, machinery or fixtures and other property 
or thing necessary for the production of salt in this commonwealth, 
whenever he shall judge it to be necessary to exercise the power 
hereby conferred, in order to secure the production and distribution 
of the quantity of salt aforesaid.

nsnal sources of supply ; but still deeuiing it their highest duty to 
gvard as far as possible, against even the chance of so great a cala- 
mity as a scarcity of provisions, do. therefore resolve :

VIRGINIA BILL OF RIGHTS. 



When, OB tiro 15t1i of May 1776, die Convention of Virffiiiia instructed their delegates 
in^CongrcHS to propose to that body to declare the Uuiteu Colonies free and independent 
^States, it, at the same time, }4>pointea a committee to prepare a declaration of rights andP 
«uch a plan of government as would be most likely to maintain peace and order in the Co- 
lony and secupe fiubstantial and equal liberty to the people. On subsequent days the com- ■ 
mittee was enlai^d ; Mr George Mason was added to it on the 18th. 'J'ho doclaraiio»of 
rights was on the 27th reported by Mr. Archibald Cary, the chairman of the committee* 
iuad, after being twice read, was ordered to bo printed for the nerusal of members. It was 
considered in coinmittee of the whole on ib^ 2^^th of May ana the 3d', 4tli, 5th and 10th of 
June. It was tlren reported to the house with amendments. • On the 1 1 th the couventfon 
"Considered the arvtendments, and having agreed thereto, ordered that tin) declaration {yfith 
the amendments) be fairly transcribed and read a third time. This having been done on 
the ]'<^th, the declaration was then read a third time and passed nem. con. A manuscript 
copy of tlie first draft of the declaration, just as it was drawn by Mr. Mason,* is in tno 
library of Vii^iuta. The declaration Jis it passed was adopted* tvithout alteration by thi»^ 
Convention ot 1849-30, and re-adopfccd with amfludmeuts by the Convention of 1850*5h,. 
«nd as amended is as follows: t 

* - ■ * .• 

A IJeclaraiion f^ Rifrhts made by the Representatives of the good people of Vir- 
ginia, assembled in full and free Convention^ which rights do pertain to thmt 
and their posterity as the basis and foundation of government, 

1. That*aH men arc by nature equally free and indepoudi'nt, and have oertaia 
Inherent rights, of which, when they enter into a state of society, they cannot, ty 
any compact, deiprive or divest their posterity ; namely, th^ eujbyment of life and- 
liberty, with the means of acquiring and possessing property, and pursuing and 
obtaining happiness and safety, 

2» That all ^wer is vested in, and consequently derived from, the people ; th«t> ' 
Magistrates are their trustees and servants, and at all times amenable t<3i them. 

3/ Thnt gov«rnment is, or ought to be, instituted for the common* benefit^ pro^ 
tection and security of the people? nation, or community: of jail tlfe various mode* . 
and forms of government, that is best, which is capable of producing the greatest 
degree of happiness and safety, and h most effectually secured against tlie danger 
of mal- administration ; and that, wlien any government shall be found inadequate 
oi; contrary to these purposes, a majority of the cbo^munity hath an indubitabll, 
nnalienable, and indefeasible right, to reform, alter, or abolish it, ia such manner 
as shall bQ jndged most conducive to the |H(blio wea). 

4. That no man, or set of men, arc entitled to erclosivc ©r separate omolnmentai 
or privileges from the community, but in cons^ide]:ation of public services ; which 
not being deseendible, neither o«ght the offices of Magistrate, Legislator, or Jndge« 
to be hereditary. . '

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*5. That the legislative, executive and judicial powers should be separate and 
distinct; and that the members thereof may be restrained from oppression, by feel- 
ing and participating the burthens of the people, they ithould, at ^xed. periods, be 
reduced to a private station, return into that body from which they were originally 
taken, and th^ vacancies be supplied by frequent, certain, and regular elections, 
in which all, or any part of the former members, to be again eligible, or ineligible, 
' as the laws shall direct. ^ 

t6. That all elections ought to be free ; and that all men, having suflScient evi- 
dence of permanent common interest with, and attachment to, the community, 
have the right of suiFrage, and cannot be taxed or deprived of their property for 
^blic uses, without their own consent, or that of their representatives so elected, 
nor bound by any law to which they have not, in like manner, assented, for tho 
public good. . . 

7. That all power of suspending laws, or the execution of laws, by any autho- 
rity, without the consent o£ the representatives of the people, is injurious to their 
rights, and ought not to bo exercised. • v 

%S. That, in all capital or criminal prosecutions, a man hath a right to demand 
the cause and nature of his accusation, to be cpnfronted with the accusers and 
witnesses, to call for evidence in his favor, and to a speedy trial by aii impartial 
juiy of twelve men of his vicinage, without whose unanimous consent he cannot 
be found guilty; nor can he be compelled to give evidence against himself; that 
no man be deprived of his liberty, except by the law of the land or the judgment 
of his peers. " 

9. That excessive bail ought not to be required, nor excessive fines in^iosed, nor 
cruel and unusual punishmen^ inflicted. • 

10. That general waft-ants, whereby an officer or messenger may be commanded 
to search suspected phices withoHt evidence of a fact committed, or to seize any 
person or "persons not named, or wTiose offence is not particularly described and 
«iif ported by evidence, are grievous and oppressive, and ought nbt^o be granted. 

11. That, in controversies respecting property, and in suits between man and 
man, the ancient ttial by jury of twelve men is preferable to any other, and ought 
to be held sacred. ^ 

12. T^at the freedom of the press is one of the great bulwarks of liberty, and 
can never be restrained but by despotic governments. 

13. That a well regulated militia, composed of the bodf of the people, trained 
to arms, is the proper, natural and safe defence of a free state; that standing ar- 
mies, in time of peace, should be avoided, as dangerous to liberty ; and that in all 
oasest the military should be under ^strict subordination to, and governed by, the 
dvil power.

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14. That t|ie .people have a right ^o uniform government; and therefore, that 
no government separate from, or independent of, the government of Virginia, 
ought to be erected or established within the limits thereof. 

15. That no free goverament, or the blessings of liberty, can be preserved to 
any people, but by a firm adherence to justice, moderation, temperance, frugality, 
and virtue, and by a frequent recurrence to fundamental principles. 

16. That religion, or tjie duty which we owe to our Creator, and the manner of 
discharging it, can be directed only by reason and conviction, not by force or vio- 
lence ; and tlierefore all men are equally entitled to the free exercise of religion, 
according to the dictates of conscience ; and that it is the mutual duty of all to 

' practice Christian forbearance, love^ anxl charity towards each other. 



CONSTITUTION OF VIRGINIA. 



Mr. Arcliihald Carj, from the cominittrn -appointed for tbe pui^»e, repoft^d on the 24^ 
of June 177G a plait of gt)yerDinenfc {or the colony. It was then read the first time, read a 
second time on the 26th, and considered in committee of the whole on that day and on the 
27th and 28th. It was then reported to the honse with amendments, which were read twice* 
and acfreed to. After being fairly transcribed, it was read a third time on tbe 29tU and 
passed unanimonsly. '^ 

This constitution or f->rm of fforcmment was orSginally drawn up by Gcoree Mason.t 
Mr. Jefferson had pnt a draft of one into the hands of Mr. "^ythe, who reached Williams- 
burg' after the other was committed to the committee of the whole. Two or three parts of 
Mr. Jefferson's plan were, avith little alteration, inserted in tbe other; and his preamble waa 
also adopted.^ 

Tbe constitution so resolved upon may be seen in the 9th volume of Heninff's Statutes 
at Lar^, page 112»to 1 19, and in the editions of the Code of Virginia published from 177ft 
to 1819. At the end of it, in the Code of 1819, will be seen a note qi Mr. Leigh as to the 
forni of the colonial goviTnmeiit for which it was substituted. This constitution was in 
force until superseded by the amended constitution or form of government for Virginia, 
which, on the 15th of January 1830, was submitted and proposed toihc people of Viiginia 
by their delegates and representatives, in coni(ention assembled. * 

This amended constitution continued iA force until January 1852. A conveotion to form 
a new constitution was called. It assembled on the 14th October 1850, and the present 
constitution was adopted on the 1st of August 1851. Ifljf as ratified,' by the people on the 
4th Thursday in October follo\*ing. On the second MOTiuay of the succeeding December • 
an election was held for the legislature, governor, lieutenant governor and attorney general. 
The first general assembly convened on the second Monday in January (the 1 2th day of the 
month), and the first governor and lieutenant governor qualitied on tbe 16lh ol" January 
1852. The constitution thus formejj and put into operation is as follows :

Whereas the delegates and representatives of the good people of Virginia, in 
convention assembled, on the twenty-ninth day of Juiie, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand seven hundred and seventy-six — ^reciting and declaring, that wherean 
George the Third; king of Great Britain and Ireland and elector of Hanover, be- 
fore that time entrusted with the exercise of the kingly oflSce in the government 
of Virginia, had endeavored to pervert the same into a detestable and insupport- 
able tyranny, by pJftting his negative on laws the most wholesome and necessary 
for the public good ; by denyitig his governors permission to pass laws of imme- ^ 
diate and pressing importance, unless suspended in their operation for his assent, 
and when so. suspended, neglecting to attend to them for many years ; by refosinjl 
to pass certain other laws, unless the persons to be benefited by them wotrld re- 
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Imqoish the incBtiroable right of representation in the legislature ; bj dissolviag 
Ifgistative assemblies repeatedly and continnally, for opposing witii manly firmness 
his invasions of the rights of the people ; when dissolved, by refusing to call others 
for a long space of time, thereby leaving the political system without any legisla- 
tive head ; by endeavoring to prevent the population of our country, and for that 
purpose obstructing the laws for the naturalization of foreigners; by keepinj^ 
among us, in time of peace, standing armies and ships of war ; by affecting to 
render the military independent of and superior to the civil power ; by 9ombining 
with others to subject us to a foreign jurisdiction,* giving his assent to their pre- 
tended acts of legislation, for quartering large bodies of armed troops among us, 
for cutting off our trade with all parts of the world, for imposing taxes oh us with- 
out our consent, for depriving us of the benefits of the trial by jury, for traiis- 
• porting us beyond seas to be tried for pretended offences, for suspending our owh 
legislatures^ and declaring themselves invested ipt'ith power to legislate for us in all 
eases whatsoever ; by plundering our seas, ravaging our coasts, burning our towns^ 
and destroying the lives of our people ; by inciting insurrections of our fellow suh^ 
jects with the allurements of forfeiture and confiscation ; by prompting our negroes 
to rise in arms among us — those very negroes, whom, by an inhuman use of his 
negative, he had refused us permission to exclude by law ; by endeavoring to bring 
on the inhabitants of- our frontiers tlie merciless Indian savages, whose known rule 
of warfare is an undistinguished destruction of all ages, sex^s and conditions of 
existence ; by transporting hither a large army of fqreign mercenaries to complete 
the work of death, desolation and tyranny, then already begun with circumstances 
of cruelty and perfidy unworthy the head of a civilized nation ; by answering our 
repeated petitions for redress with a repetition of injuries ; and finally, by aban- 
doning the helm of government, and declaring us out of his allegiance and pro- 
tection ; by which several acts of misrule, the government* of this country, as 
before exercised under the crown of Great Britain, was totally dissolved — did, 
therefore, having maturely considered the premises, and viiwing with great con- 
, cem the deplorable condition to which this once happy country would be reduced, 
unless some regular, adequate mode of civil policy should be speedily adopted, and 
in compliance with the recommendation of the general congress, ordaiu and de- . 
dare a form of government of Virginia : 

And whereas a convention held on the first Monday in October, in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-nine, did propose to the people of the com- 
monwealth an amended constitution or form of government, which was ratified by 
them : 

And whereas the general assembly of Virginia, by an act passed on the fourth 
of March, in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, did provide for the 
elcotion, by the people, of delegates to meet in general convention, to consider, 
discuss and propose a new constitution, or alterations and amendments to the 
existing constitution of this commonwealth ; -and by an act passed on the thir- 
teenth of March, in the year one thousand eight hundred andjffcy-one, did further 
provide for submitting the same to the people for ratification or rejection : 

We, therefore, the delegates of the good people of Virginia, elected and in eon- 
vention assembled, in pursuance of said acts, do propose to the, people the follow- 
ing Gonstitntion and form bf government for this oommonwealth :

time, except that justices of the peace shall be eligible to either house of assembly. 

ARTICLE III. . 

' QUALIFICATION OP VOTERS. 

1. EvCTy white male citizen of the commonwealth, of the age of twenty-one 
years, who has beeg a resident of the state for two years, and of the county, city 
or town where he offers to vote for twelve months next.preceding^an election^and 
no other person — shall be qualified to vote for members of the general assembly 
and all oflScers elective by the people : but no person in the militarjs naval or ma- 
rine service of the Confederate States shall be deemed a resident of this state, by 
reason of being stationed therein. And- no person shall have the right to vote, 
who is of unsound mind, or a pauper, or a non-commissioned officer, soldier, sea- 
man or marine in the service of the Confederate States, or who has been convicted 
of bribery in an election, or of any infamous offence. 

2. The general assembly, at its first session after the adoption of this constitu- 
tion, and afterwards as occasion may require, shall cause every city or town, the 
white populaticm of which exceeds five thousand, to be laid oiF into convenient 
wards, and a separate place of voting to be established in each ; and thereafter no 
inhabitant of such city or town shall be allowed to vote except in the ward in 
which he resides. • 

3. No voter, during the time for holding any election at which he is eititled to 
vote, shall be compelled to perform military seiTice, except in time of war or pub- 
lic danger ; to work upon the -public roads, or to attend any court as suitor, juror 
or witness ; and no voter shall be subject to arrest under any civil process during 
his attendance at elections, or in going to and returning from them. 

4. In all elections votes shall be given openly, or viva voce, and not by ballot; 
but dumb persons entitled to suffrage may vote by ballot.

ARTICLE IV. 

LEGISLAflVB DEPARTMENT. 

1. The legidlature shall be formed of two distinct branches, which together 
shall be a complete legislature, and shall be called the General Assembly of Vir-

•3. The other house of the general assembly shall be called the Senate, and 
shall consist of fifty, members, to be elected for th^ term of four years ; for the 
elcctiop of whom, the counties, cities and towns shall l>e divided into fifty districts. 
Each county, city and town of the respective di^^tricts, at the time of the firnt elec- 
tion of its delegate or -delegates under this constitutiiVn, shall vote for one senator; 
and the sheriffs or other officers holding the election for each county, city and 
town, jvithin ^ve days at farthest after the last election in the district, shall meet 
at the court-house o( the county or city first named in the district, and froni the 
polls so taken in their respective countit^s, cities and towns, return as senator the 
person who has received the greatest nuniher of votes in the whole district. Upon 
the assembling of the 'senators so elected, they shall be divided in tWo equal 
classes, to be numbered by lot.

5. It shall bo the duty of the general assembly, in the year one thousand eight 
hundred apd' sixty-five, and in every tenth year thereafter, in case it can agree 
upon a principle of representation, to reapportion representation in the senate and 
house of delegates in accordance therewith ; and in the event the general assem- 
bly, at the first or any subsequent period of reapportionment, shall fail to agree 
upon a principle of representation and to reapportion representation in accordance 
therewith, each house shall separately propose a scheme of representation, con- 
taining a pcinciple or rule for the house of delegates, in connection with a princi- 
ple or rule for the senate. And it shall be the duty of the genera? assembly, at 
the same session, to certify to the governor the principles or rules of representa- 
tion which the respective houses may separately propose, to be applied in making 
reapportionments in th^ senate and in the house of delegates : and the governor 
shall, as soon thereafter as may be, by proclamation, make known the proposititms 
of the respective houses, and require the voters of the commonwealth to assemble 
at such time as he shall appoint, at their lawful places of voting, and decide by 
their votes between the ^propositions thus presented. In the event the general 
assembly shall fail, in the year one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, or in 
any tenth year thereafter, to make such reapportionment, or certificate, the gover- 
nor shall, immediately after the adjournm^t of the general assembly, by procla- 
mation, require the voters of the commonwealth to assemble, at such time as he 
shall appoint, at their lawful places of voting, and to declare by their votes : 

First, whether representation in the senate and house of delegates shall be ap- 
portioned on the " Suffrage Basis;" that is, according to the number of voters in 
the* several counties, cities, towns, and senatorial districts of the commonwealth : 

Or, second, whether representation in both houses shall be apportioned on the 
** Mixed Basis ;" that is, according to the number of white inhabitants contained, 
and the amount of all state taxes paid, in the several counties, cities and towns of 
the commonwealth, deducting therefrom all taxes paid on licenses and law pro- 
cess, and any capitation tax on free negroes, allowing one delegate for every 
seventy-sixth part of said inhabitants, and one delegate for every seventy- sixth 
part of said taxes, and distributing the senators in like manner : 

Or, third, whether representation shall be apportioned in the senate on taxation ; 
that is, ac(K)rding to the amount of all state taxes paid in the several counties, 
cities and town)* of the commonwealtlh, deducting therefrom all taxes paid on 
licenses and law process, and any capitation tax»on free negroes, and in the hous6 
of delegates on the ** Suffrage Basis" as aforesaid : ■ .' 

Or, fourth, whether represent Atitm shall be apportioned in the senate^n* the 
*' Mixed Basis" as aforesaid, and in the house of delegates on the ** Suffrage Basis"

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as aforc8£ud : and eaoh voter sfiall cast his vote in favor of one of said schemes of 
apportionment, and no more. 

6. It shall be the duty of the sheriffs and other officers taking said polls, to keep 
the same open for tlie period of tliiree days, and within five days after they are 
closed, to certify true copios thereof to the governor, who shall, as early as may be, 
ascertain the resuH of said vote, and make proclamation thereof; and in case it is 
ascertained tliat a majority, of all the votes cast is in favor of either of the prin- 
ciples of representation, referred as aforesaid to the choice of the voters, the 
governor shall communicate the result of snch vote to the general assembly, at its 
first regular sessiim thereafter ; but in c^^ it is ascertained that a majority of all 
the votes cast is not in favor of either of the principles of representation referred 
as aforesaid to the choice of the voters, it shall be the duty of the governor, as 
soon as may be after ascertaining that fact, in like manner to cause the voters to 
decide between tlie two principles of representation which shall, at such previous 
voting, have received the greatest number of votes ; and he shall ascertain and 
make pi*oclamation of the result of the said last vote, and communicate the same 
to the general assembly .at its next regular session ; and in either case, the general 
assembly, at the regular session thereof, which shall be held next after the taking 
of the vote, the result of >¥hich shall have been so communicated to it by the go- 
vernor, shall reapportion representation in the two houses respectively in accord- 
ance with the principle of representation in each, ^for which a majority of the 
votes cast were given ; and it shall be the duty of the general assembly in every 
tenth year thereafter to reapportion and distribute the number of senators and 
delegates m accordance with the same principle. 

Qualifications of ^kators and Delegates* 

7. Any person may be elected senator, who, at the time of election, has attmned' 
the age of twenty-five, years, and is actually a resident within the district, and 
qualified to vote f'^r members of- the general assembly, according to this consUto- 
tipn. And any person may be elected a member of the house of delegates, who, 
at the time of election, has attained the age of twenty-one years, and is actually a 

• resident within the county, city, town or election district, qualified to vote for 
members of the general assembly according to this constitution ; but no person 
holding a lucrative office, no minister of the gospel or priest of any religious de- 
nomination, no salaried officer of any banking corporation or company, and no 
attorney for the coipmon wealth, shall be qapable of being elected a member of 
either house of assembly. The removal of any person elected to either branch of 
the general assembly from the county, city, town or district for which he was 
electedi shall vacate his office. 

Powers and Duties of the General Assembly* 

8. The general assembly shall meet once in every two years, and not oltener, 
unless convened by the governor in the manner prescribed in this- constitution. 
No sesft^n^ of the general asseml^y, after the firlfc under this constitution, shall 
oondnne longer than ninety days, without the c<mcurrence of three-fifths of the 
members elected to each house ; in which case, the session may be extended for a 
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further period, not exceeding thirty days. Neither hoase, dariDg the session of 
the general assembly, shall, without the consent of the other, adjoorn for moi^e 
than three days, nor to any other place than that in which the two honses shall be 
sitting. A majority of each house shall constitute a quorum to do business, but a. 
STnaller number may adjourn from day to. day, and shall be authorized to compel 
the attendance of absent members in such manner and under sujh penalties as 
each house may provide. 

9. The house of delegates shsUl choose its own. speaker, and, in the absence of 
the lieutenant governor, or when he shall exercise the office of governor, the senate^ 
shall choose from their own body a president pro tempore ; and each house shall 
iq»point its own ofl^cers, settle its own rules of proceeding, and direct writs of elec« 
tion for supplying intermediate vacaacies : but if vacancies shall occur during' the, 
ii0ce8»of the general assembly, such writs may be issued by the governor,' uqder^ 
spdi vegulations as may be prescribed by law. Each house shall judge of- the« 
olectioui (jya^lifioation and retunis of its members, may punish th.em for disorderly^ 
behavior,, and, with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member, but not a, 
second time for the same offence. 

10. The members' of the assembly shall reQ^ive for their servicer a compensa- 
tion, t# be ascertained by law, and paid out of the public treasury ; but no act in- 
creasing such compensation shall take e^ect until after the end of the term for- 
which the members of the house of delegates voting thereon were elected. And 
no senator or delegate, during the term for which he shall have been elected, shall 
h^ appointed to any civil office of profit under the commonwealth, which has been 
created, or the emoluments of which have been increased, during such term, ex- 
cej^t offices filled by elections by the people. ^ 

IJU Bills and resolutions may originate in either of the two houses of the ge* 
QMa)- assembly, to be approved or rejected by the otder, and may be amended by- 
either house, with the consent of the other. 

12^ Each house of the general assembly shall keep a journal of its proceedings, 
which shall be published from time to time, and the yeas and nays of the memben 
o( either house, jon smy question, shall, at the c|^sire of one-fifth of those present, 
ba.^teced on the journal. No bill shall become a law until it has been read on. 
thl^ 4iff^^^ii^ ^^y^ ^^ ^^^ session in the house in which it originated, unlesatwo- 
t|||r/E|M>f the members elected to that house shall othertvise determine. 

10; T3ie whole number of members to which the state may at any time be enti- 
tledin the house of representatives of the Confederate States, shall be apportioned 
as nearly as may be amongst the several counties, cities anj towns of the state, 
according to their respective numbers ; which shall be determined, by adding to 
the whole number of free persons, iilcluding those bound to service for a term of 
years, and excluding Indians not taxed, three-fifths of all other persons. 

14. In the apportionment, the state shall bo divided into districts, corresponding 
in nomber with the representatives to which it may be entitled in the hoi;i8e of re- 
presentatives of the congress of the Confederate States, which shall be formed re- 
speotin^y of contiguous counties, cities and towns, be compact, and include, ai 
nearly as tmay be, an equal number of the population, upon which is based repre- 
sentation in the house of representatives of the Confederate States. 
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15. The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall Dot in any case be suspended. 
The general assembly shall not pass any Bill of attainder ; or any ex post facto 
law ; or any law impairing the obligation of cdutracts ; or any law whereby private 
property shall be taken for public uses without just compensation ; or any law 
abridging the freedom of speech or of the press. No man shall be compelled to 
frequent or support any religious worship, place or ministry whatsoever ; nor shall 
any man be enforced, restrained, molested or burthened in his body or goods, or 
otherwise suffer, on account of his religious opinions or belief; but all men shall 
be free to profess,Nand by argument to maintain their opinions in matters of reli- 
gion, and the same shall in no>Wse affect, diminish or enlarge their civil capacities* 
And the general assembly shall not prescribe any religious test whatever; or con- 
fer' any peculiar privileges or advantages on any sect or denomination; or pass 
any law requiring or authorizing any religious society, or the people of any district 
within this commonwealth, to levy on themselves or others any tax for the erection 
or repair of any house for public worship, or for the support of any churcb or mi- 
nistry ; but it shall be left free to every person to select his religious instructor, and 
to make for his support such private contract as he shall please. 

16. No law shall embrace more tban one object, which shall be expressed in its 
title ; nor shall any law be revived or amended by reference to its title, but the act 
revived or section amended shall, be re-epactecl and published at length. 

17. Tbe general assembly may provide that no person shall be capable of hold- 
ing, or being elected to, any post of profit, tVust or emolument, civil or military;, 
legislative, executive or judicial, under the government of this commonwealth, 
who shall hereafter fight a duel, or send or accept a challenge to fight a duel, the 
probable issue of which may be the death of the challenger or challenged, or who 
shall be second to either party, or shall in any manner aid or assist in such duel, 
or shall be, knowingly the bearer of such challenge or acceptance ; but no person 
shall be so disqualified by reason of his having heretofore fought such duel, or sent 
or accepted such challenge, or been second in such duel, of bearer of such chal- 
lenge or acceptance. 

18. The governor, lieutenatit governor, judges, and all others offending against 
the state, by mal-administration, corruption, neglect of duty, or other high crime 
or misdemeanor, shall be impeachable by the house of delegates and be prosecuted 
before the senate, which shall have the pole power to try impeachments. When" 
sitting for that purpose they shall be on oath or afiinnation ; and no pers«m shall 
be convicted without tjie concurrence of two- thirds <»f the members present.' Judg- 
ment, in cases of inipeachraent, shall not extend further than to removal from 
oflSce, and disqualification to hold and enj«>y >»ny office of honor, trust or profit 
under the conmion wealth ; but the party convicted shall nevertheless be subject to 
indictment, trial, judgment and punishment, according tn law. The senate may 
sit, during the recess of the general ar^sembly, for the trial of impeachments. 

Slaves and Free Negroes. 

19. Slaves hereafter emanci[)ated_ shall forfeir/- their freedom by remaining in the* 
commonwealth more than twelve months after they become actually free, and shall 
be reduced to slavery under such regulation as may be prescribed by law. 
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'20. The general assembly may impose sncb restrictions and conditions as thej 
shall deem proper on the power of slave owners to emancipate their slaved ; and 
may pass laws for the. rehef of the commonwealth from the free negro popQlatlon, 
by removal or otherwise. ^ . 

21. Tlie general assembly shall not emancipate any Blave, or the descendant of 
iMiy slave, either before or after the birth of such descendant. ' 

Taxation /znd Finance, 

"22, 23, amended by ordinance of stat« convention. No. 39, which was ratified 
by vote of the people on the* fourth Thursday in May eighteen hundred and sixty-' 
one, to take effpct on the first July eighteen hundred and sixty- one, fio as to read 
98 follows : ' 

'' Taxation shall be equal sind uniform throughout the commonwealth ; and all 
property shall be taxed in proportion to its value, which shall be ascertained in 
€uch manner as may -be prescribed by law ; but any property may be exempted 
from taxation by the vote of a majority of the whole number of member9 e;leoted 
to ^ach house of the general assembly." 

24. A capitation tax, equal to the tax assessed on land of the value of two hun- 
•ired dollars, shall be levied oh every wliite male inhabitant who has attained the 
•age of twi^nty-one years ; and one equal ni<4ety of the capitation tax upon white 
persons shaU be applied to the purposes of education in primary and free schools ; 
but nothing herein containei shall prevent ej^mptions of taxable*polls in oases of 
bodily infirmijty. - # 

25. The general assembly may levy a tax on incomes, sal^u-ieir and licenses; but 
no tax shall be levied on property from -which any fncome eo taxed is derived, or 
on the capital invested in the trade or business in respect to which the lioense so 
taxed is issued* 

1^. Ko money shall be drawn from the treasury but in pursuance of appropria- 
tions made by law; and a statement of the receipts, disbursements, appropriationg 
and loans shall be published after tlie adjournment of each scBsion of the general 
assembly, with the acts and resolutions thereof. . ' 

27. Oa the passage of every act which impijses, contimies or revives a tax, or 
creates a debt or charge, or makes, continues or revives any appropriation of pub- 
lic or trust money or property, or releases, discharges or commutes any claim or 
demand of the state, the vote shall be determined by yeas ^nd nays, and the names 
<^f the persons voting for and against the same shall be entered on the journals of 
the respective houses, and a majority of all the members elected to each house 
shall be necesscfry to give it the force of a law. 

28. THfe liability to the state of any incorporated company or institution to re- 
deem the principal and pay the interest of any loan heretofore made, or whick 
may heretSfter be made by the state to such company or institution, shall not be 
released ; and the general assembly shall not pledge the faith of the' state, or bind 
it in any form, for the debts or obligations of any company or corporation. 

2 • 
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29. There shall be set apart annually, from the accruing revenues, a sura equal 
to seven per cent, of the state debt existing on the first day of January in the year 

. one thousand eight hundred and fifty-two. The fund thus set apart shall be called 
the Sinking fund, and tdiail be applied to the payment of the interest of the state 
del>t, and the principal of such |>art as may b<^ redeemable. If 'no- part be re- 
deeinable« then the residue of the thinking fund, after the payment of such interest, 
shall be invfsted in the botids or cei'tificates of debt of this commonwealth, or of 
the Confederate States, or of i^ome of the states of this Confederacy, and applied 
to the paynient of the «tate debt as it shall become redeemable. Whenever, after 
the said first day of January, a debt shall be contracted by the commonwealth, 
therb shall be set apart in like manner, annually, for thirty-four years^ a sum 
exceeding by one per cent, the aggregate amount of the aanual interest agreed to 
be paid thereon at the ttoie of its contraction ; which sum shall be part of the 
sinking fund, and shall be applied in the manner before. directed.' The general 
assembly shall not otherwise appropriate any part of the shaking fund or its accru- 
ing interest^ except in time of war, insurrection or invasion. . 

30. The general assembly may, at any time, direct a sale of the stocks held by 
the commonwealth in internal improvement and other companies; but ttie pro* 
€eeds of such sale, if made before the payment of the public tlebt, shall constitute 
a part of the sinking fund, and be applied in like manner. 

31. The general assembly shall net contract loans or cause to be issued certifi-' 
cates of debt or bonds of the state, irredeemable for a period greater than thirty- 
four years. • ,^ . • f 

v^ • General Provisions, 

. 32.. The general assembly -shall npt •grant a charter of incorporation to any 
church or religious denomination, but may secure the title to church property to 
an extent to be limited by law. . , ^ 

33. No lottpry shall hereafter be authorized by law ; and the buying, selling or 
transferring of tickets or chances in any lottery not now authorized by a law of 
tiiis state, shall be prohibited. . . 

34. No new county shall be formed with an area less than six hundred square 
miles; nor shall the county or counties from which it is formed be reductd below 
that area; nor shall any c<mnt.y, having a white populatiiin less than five thou^iand, 
be deprived of more than one- fifth of such population ; nor shall a county having 
a liiigiT white population be reduced below four thousand. Bui; any county, the 
length of which is three tinies its nn^ati breadth, or which exceeds fifty miles in 
length, may be divided at the discretion of the general assembly. In all general 
elections the voters in any county, not entitled Ut separate 'representation, shall 
vote in tbe same election distiict. . • ' 

35. The general assembly bhall confer on the courts the power to grant divorces, 
change the names of per^ont*, and direct the sale of estates behinging to infHDfd 
and «>lher persons under legal disabilities, but shall not, by special lt^Tati<i1i, 
grant relief, in such cases, or in any other case of which the courts or either trtbti- 
nals niay have jurisdiction. ' • . * 
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2fi, The general oSBcrablj shall provide for the peiiodical registration in the 
several counties, cities aqd t«>wn8, of the voters therein ; and for the annual regi»~ 
.iration of the births, marriages and deaths in the white po^iulation, and of the 
births arid deaths in the colored |H)pulati^on of the same, distiuguishing between 
the numbers of the free colored persons and slaves. 

37. The general assembly, at intervals of five years from the dates of the re- 
turns of the census of the Confederate States, shall cause to be taken a census 
and such statistics of this state as may be prepcribed by law; whi<ih census an^. 
statistics shall be returned to tlie secretary of the commonwealth, who shall com- 
pare and correct the returns and report the samejii) the general assembly. 

38. T1h3 manner of conducting and raaktng'|'e|^^Q£ elections, of determinin(^ 
contested elections, and of filling vacancies WiSHrni cases n<»t spe<)ially pro* 
yided for by this constitution, shall be pre^crioeol^^kiw ; but special elections t0 
fill vacancies in the office oi judge of any court shall be for a fiill term. And th« 
general assembly may declare the cases in whicli any office shall be deemed va- 
cant, where Ho provision is made for that purpose in this constitution. 

ARTICLE V. 

.EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

Governor. . 

•• ■ . 

1. The chief executive power of this commonwealth shall be rested in m 
governor. He shall hold the office, for the term of four ytars, to coramenoe o^< 
the first day of January next' succeeding his electi<m, and be ineligible to the same 
office for the term next succeeding that for which he was elected, and to any otbef ' 
office during his term ff service. 

2. The governor shall be elected 'by the voters, at the times and places of 
choosing members of the general assembly. Returns of the elections shall be 
transmitted, under seal, by the proper officers, to the secretary of the common- 
wealth, who shall deliver them to the speaker of the house of delegates on the first 
day of the next 8es.'*ii»n of the general assembly. The" speaker of the house of 
delegates shall, within (me week thereafter, in the presence of a majority of the 
senate and house of delegates, open the said returns, and the votes shall ijien be 
co;inted. The person having the highest number of votes shall be declared elect^'d^ 
but if two or more shall have t\\h highest and an eq^ al number of votes, one ajl 
them shall betjliosen governor by the joint vote <»f the two houSes of the geueraf 
assembly. Contested elections for gcivernor shall be decided by a like vote, at^J 
the fuode of proceeding in such cases shall be prescribed by law. 

, 3. No person shall be eligible to the. office of governor unless tie hJis attaine^^ 
the age of thirty years, is a native citizen of the CtnifiMlerate States, and has beta 
a citizen of Virginia; for five years next preceding his elecfiou. 

„ ' ^4. The governor shall reside at the seat of government; shall receive five thfm*> 
sand d(»llars for each yeair of his services, and while in office, shall receive uouUief 
' emolument from this or any other goveri^ient. 
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5. He shall take care that the laws be faithfully executed ; communicate to the 
general aBsembly at every session the condition of the commonwealth ; recommend 
to their consideration such measures as he may deem expedient; and convene^ttTe 
general assembly on. application of a majority of the members, of both houses 
thereof, or when in his opinion the interest of the commonwealth may require it. 

' He shall be commander-in-chief of the land and naval forces of the state ; have 
power to embody the militia to repel invasion, suppress insurrection, and enforce 
the execution of the laws; conduct, either in person or in such other ruanner as 
shall be 'presca'ibed by law, all intercourse with other and» foreign states ; and, 
during the recess of the general assembly, fill, pro tempore, all vacancies in those 
of^ces for which the conetitutioQ and laws make no provision : but his appoint- 
ments to such vacancies £b^U^M|by commissions to expire at^the end of thirty 
days after the commencen^^H^^^next session of the general assembly. He 
shall have power to remit fibsj^fml^enalties in such cases and under such rules 
and regulations as may be .prescribed by law; and, except when the prosecution 
has been carried on by the house' of delegates, or the law shall otherwise particu- 
larly direct, to grant reprieves and pardons after conviction, and to commute capital 
punishment ; but he shall communicate to the general assembly, at each session, 
the particulars of eveiy case of fine ok penalty remitted, of reprieve or pardon 
granted, and of .punishment commuted, with his reasons f«r remitting, granting or 
commuting the same. . . 

6. He may require information in writing from the officers in the executive de- 
partment, upon any subject relatmg to the duties of their respective offices ; and 
may also require the opinion in writing of the attorney general upon any question ^ 
of law connected with his official duties. 

7. Commissions and grants shall run in the nume of the commonwealth of Vir- 
ginia, and be attested by the governor, with the sealbf the commonwealth annexed. 

Lieutenant Governor, 

8. A lieutenant governor shall be elected at the same time, and for the same 
term as the governor, and his -qualification and the manner of hi& election in all 
respects shall be the same. . . • 

9. In case of the removal of the governor from office, or of his death, failure to 
qualify, iresignation, removal from the state, or inability to discharge the powers 
and duties of the office, the said office, with its compensation, shall devolve upqp 
the lieutenant governor ; an^ the general assemt)ly shall provide by law for the 
discharge of the eiecutive functions in other necessary eases. 

10. The lieutenant governor shall be president of the senate, but shall have no 
vote ; and while acting as such, shall receive a compensation equal to that allowed 
to the speaker of the house of delegates. 

Secretary of the Commonwealth, Treasurer and Auditor. 

11. A secretary of the commonweal th< treasurer and an auditor of ^public ao- * 
counts shall be elected by the joint vote of the two houses t)f the general assembly, ' 
.and continue ia office for the term of twoyears, unless sooner removed. 
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12. The secretary shall keep a record of the official -aot^ of the governor, which 
shall be signed by the governor and attested by the secretary ; and when required* 
he shall lay the same, and any papergj minutes and vouchers pertaining to his 
office, before either house of the general assemb]}' ; and shall perform such other 
duties as may be prescribed by law. • 

13. The powers and duties of the treasurer and audit^ir shall* be such as now 
are, or may be hereafter prescribed by law. 

i 

Board uf Public Works. 

14. There shall be a board of public works, to consist of three commissioners. 
The state shall be divided into thre6 districts, containing as nearly as may be 
<?qual numbers of voters^ and the voters of each district shall elect one commit 
sioner, whose term of office shall be six years; but of those first elected, one,. to 
be designated by lot, shall remain in office for two years only, and one other, to be 
designated in like manner, shall remain in. office for four years only. 

15. Th^ general assembly, at its first session after tl\p adoption of this consti- 
^tution, shall provide for the election and compensation of the commissioners, and 

the organization of the board. The commissioners first elected 'shall assemble oij 
a day to be appointed by law, and decide by lot the order in which their terms of 
service shall exyire. 

16. The board of public works shall appoint all officers employed on the public 
works, and all persons representing the interest of the commonwealth in works of 
internal improvement, and shall perform such other duties as ihay be prescribed 

W law. 

17. The members of the Board of pu'blic works may be removed by the eon- • 
.current tote of a majority of all the members elected to each house of the general 
assembly ; but the cause of removal shall be entered on the journal of each house. 

18. The general assembly* shall have power, by a vote of three-fifths of the 
members elected to each house, to abolish saii board whenever in their opinion a 
.board of public works shall no logger be necessary. 

Militia* 

19. The manner of appointing militia officers shall be prescribed by law. 

ARTICLE VI. !, 

JUDICIARY DEPARTMENT. 

1. There shall be a supreme court of appeals, district courts and circuit courts. 
The jurisdiction* of these tribunals, and of the judges thereof, except so far as the 
same is conferred by this constitution, shall be regulated by law. 

Judicial Divisions. 

2. The state shall be divided into twenty-one judicial circuits, ten districts and 
five sections. 
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I. Tbe c^nntjes of Princesfl Anne, Norfolk, Nansemond, Isle of Wicrht, Sonthampton, 
Oieenesville, Suny and Sussex and the city of Norfolk shall coastitute the first circuit. 

II. The counties of Prince George. Binwiddie, Brunswick, Mecklenburg, Lunenburg, 
.Hottoway, Amelia, Chesterfield and Powh'«tan and the city of Petersburg shall constitute 
4he «ecoiid circuit. 

III. The counties of Cumberland, Buckiu^am, Appomattox, ranipbell. Prince Edward, 
Charlotte and R^lifax and ihe town of Lynchburg shall constitute the third circuit.

The first and eecond districts shall constitute the fir«?it section; the third and 
fourth districts the second section ; the fifth and sixth districts the third section ; 
the sevt^nth and eighth districts the fourth section ; and the ninth aqd tenth districts" 
the fifth section. . 

I 5. The general assemyy may, at the end of eight years after the adoption of 
thi» constitution, and thereafter at intervals of eight years, rearrange the ^ai<l c'r- 
euits, districts and sections, and place any. number of circuits in a dintrict, and of 
<li8tricts in a section ; but each ciFcuit shall be altogether in one district, and each 
district in one section ; and there shall not be. less than two districts and four cir- 
cuits in a seotion/and the nuinl>er of sections shall not be increased or diminished; 

Circuit CourU, 

6. For each. circuit a jud^^e shall be elected by the voters thereof, who shall hold 
his office lor the term of eight jears, unh^ss soouei' removed in the m&nn« r pre- 
«crib«'d by this constitution.^ He shall at tlie time of his election be at b*iu*t thirty 
years of age, and during his contiuxiance in office shall reside in the circuit of 
which ii« is judge. ' * - 

7. A circuit oourt'shall be held at least twice a year by the jadge of each cir- 
^cnit, ill « very county and ooriKori»ti4)n thereof, wherein a circuit court is now or 

may hereafter be established. But the judges in the^same dit^trict may be required 
or authorized to hold the courts of their respective circuits alternately, and a judge 
of one circuit to hold a'bourt in any other circa it. 

. District Courts* . « 

8. A district court shall fc held at least once a year in every district, by the 
judges of the circuits constituting the section and the judge of t)^e supreme court 

' of appeals for the section of which the district forms a part, any ihree of whom 
may hold a court; but no judge shall sit or dedid^upon any appeal titken front his 
own decision. The judge of the supi>?.me court of appeals of <me section may sit 
y^ the ^district courts of another section, when required or authorized by law to 
do so. 

9. The district courts shall hot have original jurisdiction, except in qa^cs of ha- 
beas corpus, mandamus and prohibition. 

Court of Appeals, * 

10. For each section a judge shall be elected l»y the voters thereof, who shall 
hold his ofilce for the term of twelve years, unless sooner removed in the manner 
prescribed by this constitution. He shall at the time of his election be at least 
thirty five years of age, and during his canti;nuance in ofiice reside lathe section 
for which he is elected. 

11. The supreme court of appeals shall consist of the five judges so elected* 
any three of whom may hold a court. It aliall have appellate 'jurisdiction only» 
except, ill cases of habeas corpus, mandamus and prohibition. It shall \\ut have 

jtiriadiction ia civil, causes wtei.« the lUdU^x \n controversy, exclusive Qf costs, is 
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less in valae orrfhnotint than five hnndred dolltirs^ except in coniroverwes con- 
cemjng the title Or bonndarica of laiid, the probate of a will, the appointment or 
qtralifieation of a personal represerktative, guardian, comnaittee or curator; or con- 
cerning a mill, road, ,waj% ferry or binding, oj: the right of a . corporation or of a 
county to levy tolls or taxes ; and except in cases of habeas corpus, mandamus 
and prohibition, and cases involving freedom or the constitutionality of a law. 

12. Special courts of appeals, to consist of not lees 'than three nor more thim 
five judg^, may be formed of the' judges of the supreme court of appeals and of 
the circuit oourts^or any of them, to try any cases remaining on the dockets of 
tiie present court of appeals whe« the judges thereof cease to hi)ld their offices; or 
to try aijy cases which may be on th© dockets of the supreme court of appeals 
established by this constitution, in respect to which ^ mfijority of the judges of 
said court may be so sitnatei as to make it improper for them to sit on the hear- 
ing thereof. , . ^ 

13. When a judgment or decree is reversed or affirmed by the supreme court of 
appeals, the reasons therefor 'sliall be stated in writing, and preserved with the re- 
cord of the- case. ' 

General Provisions. • • * ■ 

14. Judges shall be commissioned by the governor, and shall receive fixed and 
adequate salaries, which shall not be diminished during their continuance in office. 
The salary of a judge of the supreme court of appeals shall not be less than three 
thousand dollars, and that of a judge of a circuit court not lees than two thousand 
dollars per annum, except that of the judge of the* fifth circuit, which shall not be 
less than fifteen hundred dollars jftr annum ; and eaeh shall receive a reasonable 

allowance for nectssary travel. 

■ ' " < 

15. Nojudg^, during his term of service, shall h<»ld any Other office, appoint- 
ment or public trust, and the acceptance thereof shall vacate his judicial office ; 
nor shall he, during such terra* or within one year 4;hereafter, be eligible to any 
poHtical office. . ■ \ 

16. No election of judge shairbe held within thirty days of the time Of holding 
any election of electors of president and vice-pre§ident of the Confederate States^ 
of members of congress or of the general assembly. 

17. Judges may be removed from office by a concurrent vote of both houses of 
the general assembly, but a majority of all the member^ elected to each house 
must concur in such vote; and the cause of Vemoyal shall be entered on the jour- 
nal of each house. The judge against whom the general assembly may be about 
to proceed, shall receive notice thereof, accompanied by a copy of flie causes al- 
leged for his removal, at least twenty days before the day on which either house of 
the general assembly shall act thereui)on. ' . 

18. The oncers of the supreme court of appeals and of the district courts shall 
be appointed by the^said courts respectively, or by the judges thereof in vacation. 
Their duties, compensation and tenure of office shall be prescribed by law. 

19. The Voters of each county or corporation in which a circuit court is held 
shall elect a clerk of such court, whose terra of office shall be six years. The at* 
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torney for the commonwealth, elected for a county or corporation wherein a circuit . 
court is directed to be held, shall be attorney for the commonwealth for that court; 
but in case a .circuit court is held for a city or for a county and a city, there shall 
be an attorney for the commonwealth for such, to be elected by the voters of such 
city or*county and city, and to continue in oflSce for the term of four years. The 
duties, and compensation of these officers, and the ihode of reoaoving them froni 
office, shall be prescribed by law. 

•• . ' 

20. When a vacancy shall occur in the office of clerk of any court, such court 

mky appoint a clerk pro tempore, who shall discharge the duties of the office until 
the vacancy is filled. 

* ' " . •. 

21. The general assembly shall provide for the compensation of jurors, but ap- 
propriations for that purpose shall not be made from the state treasury, except in 
prosecutions for felony and misdemeanor. 

22. At every election of a governor, an attorney general shall be elected by the 
voters of the commonwealth for the term of four years. He shall be commissioned 
by the governor, shall perform such duties and receive such compensation as may 
be prescribed by law, and be removable in the manner prescribed for the removal 
of judges. I 

23. Judges ana all othe^ officers^, wh'ether elected or appointed, shall continue 
to discharge the duties of their respective offices after "their terms of service have 
expired, until their successors are (qualified. 

24. Writs shall run in the name of the commonwealth of: Virginia, and be at- 
tested by the clerks of the .several courts. Indictnients shall conclude, against 

the peace and dignity of the commonwealth. 

• • ' . •• ' 

• County Courts. 

25. There shall be in each county of the commonwealth a county court, which 
shall be held monthly^ by not less, than three ftor more than five justices, except 
when the law shall require the presence of a greater number. 

26. The jurisdiction of the said courts shall be the same as that of the existing 
county courts, except so far as it is modified by this constitution, or may be 
changed by law. 

27. Each county shall be laia off into districts, as nearly equal as may be in 
territory and population. In each district there shall be elected* by the voters 
thereof, four jij^tices of the peace, who shall be commissioned by the governor, re- 
side in their respective districts, and hold their offices for the term of four years. 
The justices so elected shall choose one of their own body, who shall be the pre- 
siding justice of the county court, and whose duty it shall be to attend each term 
of said court. ' The other justices shall be^classified by law for the performance of 
their duties in court. . • ^

28* The justices shall receive for their services in court a per diem compensa- 
tion, to be apce^tained by law, and paid out of the county treasury; and shall not 
receive any fee or emolument for other judicial services. , 
» *. ' 
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29. The power and jarisdiction of jostiees of the pe^me witlua. tbdr ie^iecfci¥e 
oounties «haU be prescribed by law. 

Connty Qffic^r$, 

30. The voters of each county shall elect a clerk of the oonnty court, a surveyor, 
an attorney for the commonwealth, a sheriff, and so many bommissioners of. the 
revenue as may be authorized by law, who shall hold their respective offices as 
follows : The clerk and the surveyor for the term of six years; the attorney for the 
term of four years; the sheriff and the commissioners for the term of two years. 
Constabli-s and overseers of the poor shall be elected by the voters, as may 'be pre- 
scribed by law. 

31. The officers mentioned in the preceding section, except the attorneys, shall 
reside in the counties or districts for which they were respTeotively elected.* No 
person elected for two successive terms Jto the office of sheriff, shall be re-eligible 
to the same office for the next succeeding term; nor shall he, during his term of 
service, or withifl one year thereafter, be eligible to any poUtieal office. 

32. The justices of the peace, sheriffs, attorneys for the commonwealth, clerks 
of the circuit and county courts,' and all other county officers, shall be subject to 
indictment for malfeasance, misfeasance or neglect of official duty; and upon con- 
TictioQ thereof, their offices shall become vacant. ^ 

' Corporation Courts and Offieer^ 

33. The general assembly may vest such jurisdiction as shall be deemed neces- 
sary iu corporation courts, and in the magistrates who may belong to the corporate 
body. 

34. All officers appertaining to the cities and other municipal -corporations, shall 
be elected hy the qualified voters, or appointed by the constituted tluthoritiea of 
£uch cities or corporations, as may be prescribed by law.

1. It shall be the ^aty of the president of this convention, immediately on its 
adjournment, to certify tiO the governor a copy of the bill of rights and conttitu- 
tion adopted, together with this schedule. 

2. 'Upon the receipt of such certified copy, the governor shall forthwith announce 
the fact by proclamation, to be published in such newspajiers of the-state as iflay 
be deemed requisite for general information ; and shall annex to bis proclamation 
a copy of the bill of riglits and constitution, together with this. schedule; which 
.proclamation, bill of rights, constitution and schedule shall be published in the 
manner indicated, for the period of one month ; and ten printed copies thereof 
shall, by the secretar}' of th^ commonwealth, be immediately transmitted by mail 
to the clerk of each county and corporation court in this commonwealth, to.be by 
Buch clerk submitted to the examination of any person desiring the same. 

3. The officers authorized by existing laws to conduct generel elections shall, at 
the places appointed fur holding the same, open a poll-book on the fourth Tburs* 
day in October next, to be headed "The Ctmstitution as amended and Schedule,'* 
and to contain two separate columns: the first cohimn to be headed *^For Ratify- 
ing;'/ the other to be headed "For Kejecting." And such ofiicers, keeping said 
polls open lor the space of three ftiys, shall then and there T^ceive and record in 
said poll-hook the votes fur ind against this constitution and schedule, of all per- 
sons qualified, under the existing or amended constitution, to exercise the right of 
suffrage. 

4. The taking of the polls, the duties. to be performed by the officers, the privi- 
lege of the voters, and the penafties attaching for misconduct on the part of any 
person, shall be in all thihga as prescribed by the second, third, fourth, seventh, 
eightb and ninth seictjions of the act of the general assembly passed March the 
fourth, one thousand eight hundred and fifty, entitled "An act to take tlie sense of 
the people upon the call of a convention, and providing for organizing the aameV* • 
80 far as the provisions -of said sections may be applicable. 



28 . SCHEDULE. 

5. It shall be the duty of the governor, upon receiving the retams of said offi- 
cers, to ascertain the result thereof, and forthwith to declare the same by his pro- 
clamation, stating the aggregate vote in the state for and against the ratification 
of the amended constitution and schednle, which shall be published at least onoe 
a week until the second Monday in DeceaA)er next, in such newspapers as in his 
opinion will be best calculated to diffuse general inforniatiun thereof; and if it 
appear that a majority of the votes cast is in favor of ratification, the governor, at 
the same time, and in like manner, 'shall make proclamation for holding, on the 
day last mentioned, a general election throughout the state for delegates and sena- 
tors to the general assembly, according to the apportionment and districts pre- 
scribed in this constitution ; and also for the election of a governor, lieutenant 
governor and attorney general. 

6. The officers authorized by existing laws to hold and* conduct general elec- 
tions, shall hold and condnct the elections herein required; and such officers and 
all other persotis shall be governed and controlled therein by the provisions of saii 
laws, so far as the same may be applicable to and necessary for the proper con- 
ducting of the said elections. Duplicate polls shall be Separately kept for go- 
vernor and lieutenant governor, for attorney general, and for senators and dele- 
gates to the general assembly, which sball be verified by the gaths of the officers 

. conducting the elections. 

7. The verified duplicate polls for governor, lieutenant governor and attorney 
general shall be deposited with the clerks of the several counties and citiies, who 
shall retaiu one in their respective offices, 'and transmit the other by mail to the 
secretary of the commonwealth. 

8. In the election of senators and delegates for districts foVmed of more than 
one county and city, the officers conducting the same at the court-house of the 
several counties and cities forming, each district shall assemble, on the eighth day' 
after the commencement of the said election, at th? court-house of the county "or 
city first named as one of the counties of the distric;^; shall compare the polls and 
ascertain the result, and shall deliver and return certificates of election according^ 
to the laws now in force. 

9. The members of the general assembly so elected shall meet at the capitol in 
tbe city of Richmond on the second Monday in January in the year one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-two, and then and there organize as the General Assembly 
of Virginia ; but before such organization, thiaj shall respectively take the oath of 
fidelity to the com mop wealth, and the other oaths ^f office required by the laws 
now in force. 

. 10. The election of members of the general assendbly nnder this constitution 
shall vacate the seats of those elected under the present constitution. 

11. The official terms of the delegates first elected to the general assembly 
under this constitution shall expire on the 30th day of June, in the year o'ne thou- 
sand eight hundred and fifty-three. 

, 12. The official terms of the first -govern or, lieutenant governor 'and attorney 
general elected under this constitution shall expire on the thirty-first day of De- 
cember, in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty'-five. 
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13. The present judges of the supreme court of appeals, and of the circtiit 
courts, and their surcceesors, who may be:appointed under the existing constitution, 
shall remain in office until such time as the law may prescribe for the commence- 
ment of the official terms of Hhe judges under the amended constitution, and no 
longer; Which time shall not he jnore than six months after the termination of 
the first session of 1;he general aseembly under the amended constitution. 

14. The executive department of the government shall remain as at present 
organized ; and the governor and councillors of state and their supcessor^ appointed 
under the existmg constitution shall continue in 'office until a governor elected 
under this constitution shall be qualified ; and all other persons in office when this 
constitution is adopted, except as is herein otherwise expressly directed, shall con- 
tinue in office until their successors are qualified ; and vacancies in office, hap- 
pening before such qualification, shall be filled in the manner now prescribed 
by law. 

15. All the* courts of justice now existing shall continue with their present 
jurisdiction until and except so far as the jtidicial system may or shall be other- 
wise organized ; and all laws in force when this constitution is adopted, and not 
inoonsialient therewith, and all rights, prosecutions, actions, claims and contracts 
shall remain and continue as if this constitution was not adopted. 

16. The general assembly shall pgw» alt laws nece-ssary for carrying this consti- 
tution into full effect and '(^oration. .
